NURSING  ARRANGSI'ISNTS,  HOSPITALS  ETC. 


There  is  a private  Nursing  Association  at 
Denaby  Main  in  connection  v/ith  the  Fullerton  Hospital 
which  covers  most  of  the  District. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welgare  Centre  and 
School  Nursing. is  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Sun  Ray  treatment  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

The  Council  are  a constituent  Authority 
of  the  Doncaster  and  Mexbrough  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

The  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  and 
receives  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric 
Fever  and  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.  The  Board  have  also  a 
Small  Pox  Hospital. 

Motor  Arabulances  are  provided  by  the  Board 
for  the  conveyances  of  Infectious  patients  to  the 
Hospital. 

A Mortuary  is  provided  at  the  Council 
Officer  by  the  Local  Authority. 

A Motor  Ambulance  is  also  provided  by  the 
Local  Authority:  for  the  removal  of  accident  and  other 
cases .

Milk  Supply. 


The  Insi^cctor  reports  that  during  the 
year  he  has  made  a quarterly  inspection  of  the  Cov/s, 
Cov/sheds,  Dairies  and  Dairymen,  together  with  the 
Retail  Sellers,  and  the  shops  and  vans  selling 
pasteurised  bottled  milk. 

There  are  only  two  producers  in  the 
district  with  an  average  daily  sale  of  26  gallons, 
from  14  cows.  330  gallons  arc  produced  and  sold 
daily  from  outside  districts.  All  the  cov/s  in  the 
Urban  District  were  found  healthy  and  in  good  k 
condition.  The  cowsheds  arc  convenient  for  cleaning 
and  grooming  while  dairy  utensils  are  clean  and  well 
kept . 

There  arc  I7  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in 
the  district  with  a total  daily  supply  of  3^0  gallons. 

There  are  nov/  five  separate  wholesale 
pui-’veyors  of  pasteurised  bottled  rdlk  coming  into  the 
district,  and  their  average  sales  amount  to  I560 
pints  or  195  gallons  daily. 

The  Doncaster  Co-operative  Society  from 
their  Conisbrough  shop  send  out  an  average  of  3^0 
pint  bottles  daily,  and  the  Dcnaby  Co-operative 
Society  645‘

Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  87  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases . v/crc  notified  excluding  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 
This  v/as  much  less  than  last  year  v/hen  140  cases  v/ore 
notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

22  cases  of  this,  disease  v/oro  notified 
and  those  occu±?red  principally  in  the  South  and  East 
\7ards  without  any  fatal  result.  This  compares  favourably 
v/ith  last,  year  v;hen  6l  cases  wore  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  32  cases  notified  resulting 
in  25  deaths.  This  is  a. very  fatal  disease  and  persons 
attacked  are  very  often  in  the  prime  of  life.  There 
were  24  cases  last  year. 

Measles  and  Mumps  were  prevalent  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year,  but  fortunately  the  typo  in 
almost  every  case  was  very  mild.  One  death  occurred 
from  Measles. 
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Ccrcbro  Splnr.l  Fever. 

3 cases  v/ere  notified  durin(^  the  year 
resulting  in  one  death.  This  is  a very  fatal  disease 
and  those  recovering  nay  be  mentally  affected  for 
some  tine  afterwards.  Naso-pharyngeal  douching  is 
reconnended  by  means  of  simple  douching  and  gargling 
with  Hydrogen  Peroxide,  Saline  Solution  and 
Permanganate  of  Potash  Solution  by  those  who  epne  in 
contact  with  the  sick,  and  this  should  bo  persisted 
in  for  a fprtnight  after  exposure  to  infection. 

Erysipelas. 

3 cases  of  this  disease  wore  notified 
without  any  fatal  result. 

Diphtheria. 

26  cases  wore  notified  during  the  year 
with  one  fatal  result.  It  is  noteworthy  that  out  of 
2000  school  children  who  had  boon  immuhisod  by 
Diphtheria  Antitoxin,  not  one  who  wqs  fully  immunised 
has  contracted  the  dispaso.  In  two  instances  one  case 
who  had  1 injection  and  the  other  who  had  2 injections 
contracted  the  disease.  If  parents  could  bo  induced 
to  have  their  children  im.munisod  when  they  roach 
school  age  the  results  would  be  encouraging  for  the. 
future  eradication  of  this  disease.

During  the  year  20  cases  of  Pulmonary 
and  2 cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were, 
notified.  This  is  slightly  loss  than  last  year  v/hon 
23  Pulmonary  and  5 Non-Pulmonary  wore  notified, There 
were  I3  deaths . from  the  respiratory  cases  and  1 non- 
respiratory  but  those  were  principally  from  old 
standing  cases.

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Entoric  Fever. 


No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


Cancer. 

There  were  l8  deaths  from  cancer,  and 
this  malignant  disease  now  displaces  Tuberculosis  both 
in  nuribers  and  fatalities  as  a dreaded  scourge.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  a greater  number  of  cases  arc 
talcing  advantage  of  the  facilities  for  treatment  at 
the  Radium  Institutes  than  formerly. 

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  under  Section  62  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  I925  for  the  compulsory  removal 
of  patients  to  Hospital.
